If the constitution of the State of Wis- 


consin is yet in force, we see no probabili- 
ty of executing the provisions of the fugi- 
tive slave law, without violating its provis- 
ions. 
That Constitution was guarantied 


by Congress to the people of this State, 
and common sense teaches us that it can- 
not be repealed -without the consent ol 
both parties. 


Now that constitution declares: 
1st. 
That all men are born equally free 


and independent. 


2d. 
That there shall be neither slavery 


nor involuntary servitude in this state, ex- 
cept as punishment for crimes. 


3d. That the right of trial by jury 


shall remain inviolate and shall extend to 
all cases at law without regard to the 
amount in controversy. 


4th. That cruel and unusual punish- 


ments shall not be inflicted. 


5th. That in all criminal prosecutions, 


the accused shall have compulsory process 
to compel tiie attendance of witnesses, 


(5th. That the privilege of the writ of 


habeas corpus shall not be suspended, un- 
less when in case of rebellion and invasion 
the public safety shall require it. 


Now under these provisions how is a 


slave to be arrested and carried from our 
iStatc without trial by the State authori- 
ties, if he demand such trial, without an 
infraction of our State Constitution? 


In the first place our State declares, and 


Congress sanctions the declaration, that 
" all men are born free and equal" not on- 
ly those north of Mason's and Dixon's line, 
but ALL men. 
How then, shall our own 


Statt; judges declare that a man is a slave, 
of whose slavery there is no proof except 
that he was born a slave? 


But it will be said that this was not 


meant, and that there was another law.— 
No mutter what there was. 
There is the 


law of our State, adopted by the full vote 
of our people and sanctioned by Congress. 


But suppose a man taken to be carried 


oflj is he not while in transitu, on his way 
to the South in a state of involuntary ser- 
vitude, and that too, even before he is con- 
victed of being a sla\e? 
Would we allow 


a man to be taken to England with no 
proof of having done wrong except a mere 
affidavit ? 


But he is seized and demands a trial by 


jury. 
Your Fugitive Slave bill says no.— 


The Constitution of your State, sanctioned 
by Congrebs, says he shall have a right of 
trial by jury. 
But says the South, this 


man is property. 
Then the question is 


whether he owns himself or the Southern 
man owns him, and the constitution says 
that in such case there shall be trial by ju- 
ry without regard to the amount in ques- 
tion, und Congress sanctions that constitu- 
tion. 


In criminal prosecutions the criminal is 


to have compulsory process. Bnt says the 
South, slavery is not a crime. 
Then says 


our Constitution, it shall not be punished 
with involuntary servitude. 


The writ of habeas corpus cannot be 


suspended in this State. There is no need 
of looking to Congress. 
We as a party to 


this Union have the guarantee of Congress 
that our state judges shall have power to 
grant writs of habeas corpus, and until we 
give up that right it is inviolate. 
Our 


State judges then are not affected by this 
slave law, may grant writs of habeas cor- 
pue, and our legislature may, and in duty 
is bound to pass laws securing the right of 
trial, or rather the means of trial by jury to 
all men, in all cases whatever. 


If you say thut Congress did not mean 


to give us those rights, we assure you that 
it did ut all events, and we don't care what 
it meant. 
It ought never to have meant 


to give us such a slave law as it did, and 
probably in a year it will be said it did not 
mean to do so.—Racine Advocate.
